Illinois Supreme Court 
Gives Municipal Owner- 


ship a Set Back 


[By Telegraph to The Age] 


Springfield, 111., April 19.—The su- 


preme court of Illinois returned a de- 
cision declaring invalid The Mueller 
law, which authorized the city of Chi- 
cago to issue certificates for $75,000.- 
000 with which to purchase street rail- 
ways, the certificates to be repaid out 
of the surplus earning of the roads 
under municipal ownership. The court 
held that the act was unconstitution- 
al, as it would create an indebtedness 
beyond the constitutional ability of 
the city to incur. The supporters of 
the act maintain that the certificates 
would form a lien on the street rail- 
way property. 


It was this act that the Chicago ad- 


vocates of municipal ownership de- 
pended on to enable them to gain the 
ownership for the city of the street 
railways. 
The net result of the su- 


preme court's finding is to delay in- 
definitely the acquisition by the mu- 
nicipality of the streetcar system for 
control or operation. The street rail- 
way companies had not opposed the 
Mueller law, the constitutionality of 
the act being questioned by various 
citizens. 


The Mueller law was adopted at the 


city election of April 5, 1904, by a 
vote of five to one. Tinder its provision 
the 
city council in January, 1906, 


passed an ordinance authorizing ?5,- 
000.000 worth of street railway cer- 
tificates. 
The Jowcr court sustained 


the validity of the law and the ordi- 
nance. On appeal this decision was 
reversed.
